Dear S ir:— Your communication of 
Feb. 3 in regard to persons who are 
entitled to be registered by registra­ 
tion clerks, has been received. 
In it 
you make the following inquiries: 
“Please give me a w ritten opinion 
as to w hether persons who are not 
aule to read the constitution in the 
English language, or 
not 
able 
to 
write their names can 
register 
to 
vote. 
I refer to persons who are in 
every other way entitled *to vote.” 
Article II., Section 1, of the 
con­ 
stitution of California, defining who 
may vote and who 
may 
not 
vote, 
among other things, provides as fol­ 
lows: 
“And no person who shall not 
be able to read the 
constitution in 
the English language, and write his 
name, shall ever exercise the privi­ 
lege of an elector in this state; pro­ 
vided that the 
provisions 
of 
this 
amendment relative to an educational 
qualification shall not apply 
to any 
person prevented by phy sical disabil­ 
ity from comply ing with its requisi­ 
tions, nor to any person who now has 
the right to vote, nor to any person 
who shall be sixty y ears of age and 
upwards at the time this am endm ent 
shall take effect.” 
This amendment to the constitution 
was adopted November 6, 18 9 4. 
All 
persons who on that date had a right 
to vote would not have to subm it to 
any examination with 
reference to 
this educational qualification, but all 
others ought to he qualified 
by 
a 
proper and reasonable 
examination 
in regard to reading the constitution 
in the English language and to write 
his name, except in cases where he 
is phy sically unable to do so. 
In the affidavit 
for 
registration, 
question 15 reads as follows: 
“That 


he i s ....a b l e to read the constitution 
in the English language.” 
Question 16 reads as follows: “That 
lie i s ....a b le to write his name.” 
In my opinion 
persons 
proposing 
to re g s te r ought to be tested as to 
their ability to fulfill the conditions 
required by these questions by the 
registration clerk, 
and 
such 
tests 
ought to be niade as would 
satisfy 
a reasonable man th at the party pro­ 
posing to register can fulfill the con­ 
ditions above named. 
The Supreme cour;, in the case of 
Bergevin vs. Curtz, 127 Cal. 8 6-8 8 , in 
regard to the qualification of voters 
declares as follows: 
"It is settled by the great weight 
of authority that the legislature has 
the power to enact 
reasonable pro­ 
visions for the purpose of requiring 
persons who are electors 
and who 
desire to show that they have 
the 
necessary qualifications, as 
by 
re­ 
quiring registration, or requiring an 
affidavit or oath as to qualifications, 
as a condition precedent to the right 
of such electors to exercise the priv­ 
ilege of voting. 
Such provisions do 
’not add to the qualifications required 
of electors, nor abridge the rights of 
voting, buf are only reasonable reg­ 
ulations for the purpose of ascertain­ 
ing who are qualified electors, and 
to prevent persons who are not such 
electors from voting. 
These regula­ 
tions m ust be reasonable and 
must 
not conflict with the requirements of 
the constitution.” 
(Bergevin vs. Curtz, 127 Cal. p. 8 8 .) 
I would therefore advise y ou to in­ 
struct y our 
registration 
clerks 
to 
make reasonable and proper tests in 
all cases where ther# is any doubt in 
the mind of the registration clerk as 
to w hether or not the person propos­ 
ing to register could fulfill the above 
requirements so that only those who 
are properly entitled to vote 
under 
the law at the ensuing election may 
have their names placed 
upon 
the 
great register.

BIRDS* NECKS. 


It’s the Number of Bones In Them 
That Makes Them Flexible. 
Th e flamingoes ware making th eir 
afternoon toilets in th e big flying cage 
at th e Bronx zoo th e oth er afternoon, 
say s a writer in a New York p ap er. 
A crowd of ch ildren and grown p eop le 
were looking on and exclaiming with 
admiring wonder at th e way th ese 
birds were twisting th eir long necks 
about into all sorts of corkscrews and 
curves wh en one of th e ornith ological 
exp erts came along and stop p ed to 
watch th e p erformance. 
“It's th e larger number of bones in a 
bird’s neck, not th e length , th at make 
it so flexible,” h e remarked. 
"Th ere 
are twenty -th ree b o n e s in th e neck of 
a swan, for examp le, and a few more 
in th at of th e flamingo. It seems th at 
th e smaller th e animal organism th e 
larger th e number of nock bones. Th e 
giraffe, for instance, h as only seven 
bones in bis long 
11 k. wh ich h as a 
reach of nearly twei -y feet from th e 
ground. 
Th at little wh ite th roated 
sp arrow over th ere is only th ree inch 
qs h igh , but h e h as fourteen bones in 
h is neck and can almost scratch th e 
back of h is h ead wiili bis bill.
